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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
they are not persuasuve. With respect to the 1 12th rejection, applicant points out that the term inherent ID is supported by the specification 
as disclosed in fig. 1 and for indicating storing an inherent ID in a storage register of the private key arithmentic processing section (see 
specification, page 12 through page 13, line 5) along with other identifiers. This section is the only section in the specification mentioning 
an inherent ID. Applicant fails to show how this paragraph describes the claim limitations as claimed with respect to the inherent ID. The 
claim is described in the specification in terms of LSI device ID. Applicant has not shown where in the specification it states that the LSI 
device ID is identical to the inherent ID. Therefore, the 1 12th rejection is proper. With regards to the art rejection, applicant argues that the 
inherent ID is inherent to the LSI device, different for every device, required, and used for generating an inherent key without pointing out 
where support is provided in the specification. Also contrarily to as argued by applicant and as explained in the final office action on page 
2, Spagna's ID is not a content ID but rather a unique device ID. Upon further consideration, the request for reconsideration has been 
considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
